Mrs. Gee was caught by the edge of 
a seat and severely bruised, but was 
able to appear.at Clayton at 10 a. m 
to testify in an inquest conducted by 
Justice of the Peace Werremeyer, serv- 
ing for Coroner Bracy, who is ill A 
verdict that Stout came to his death by 
accident was returned.

None knew the 
cause of the accident, but supposed it 
was due to the blowing up of the left 
rear tire while the automobile was rum

Slater, formerly an auditor at the Hotel 
Jefferson. He proposed marriage to 
her July 15, 1911, she charges, and was 
accepted, but kept postponing the cere- 
mony on the ground that he was trou- 
bled financially. At last, she alleges, 
he informed her through his brother, 
Forbes Johnson, that he would have 
nothing more to do with her. 

200 Letters to Be Exhibit, 

More than 200 setters, which, Mrs. 
Slater says, are only a part of the 
number Johnson wrote to her during 
the courtship, will be an exhibit in the 
case, according to Hartmann 

Mrs. Slater and the attorney spent all 
Tuesday afternoon going over the let- 
ters. In which Johnson had affirmed 
and reaffirmed his love, and referred to 
his desire to marry her. 

Mrs. Slater is the daughter of Dari- 
us McLean who resides in Detroit, 
Mich., and js said to be a wealthy man- 
ufacturer of perfume. Johnson is a 
partner in the Good, Johnson & Fearn- 
ley Coffee Co., 712 Spruce street. 

“Johnson visited me at my father’s 
divorced and called 
on me five or six times a week,” said 
Mrs. Slater. ‘“‘While we were in the 
same city he called me by telephone two 
or three times a day.” When we were 
separated I got a letter from him nearly 
every day and occasionally I would get 
two or three the same day.” 

When Mrs. Slater decided to kill her- 
self she tied to the doorknob of her 
room a note for Mrs. Jennie Donahue, 
at-whose home she resides. “I am go- 
ing to get as near to him as I can,” 
she wrote, after asking Mrs. Donahue 
to forgive her. 

At Johnson's home, Mrs. Slater drank 
a solution of mercury tablets and 
chloroform and fell on the steps. Prompt 
treatment saved her life and she said 
later she regretted her attempt to kill 
herself. 

Mrs. Slater is 3% years old. She was 
married when she was 16, she says. 
She has a daughter, Virginia, 8 years 
old, and a son, Raymond, who ts young- 
er. She has been living on an tnheri- 
tance from her mother, she says. 

Among the letters Mrs. Siater will of- 
fer in evidence is one dated Oct. Ii, 
1911, which reads, in part, as follows: 

“You know, girl, I promised you I 
would marry you and you know I will 
stick as long as you say, but I positive- 
ly do not see my way clear financially 
for a year at least. We have had to 
use up all the money we made last 
winter, and more, too, and we are not 
doing much now.

STATE MOOSE 


PLATFORM, 


AS RECOMMENDED, IS BRIEF 





Following is a summary of the Pro- 
gressive platform reported by the Plat- 
form Committee io the convention Tue:- 
day. 

The most important features of the 
platform are its provisions for a State- 
wide extension of the widows’ allowance 
law, a State public utilities commission, 
equal suffrage, home rule for cities and 
extension of the rights by which cities 
may buy or establish public utilities. 

The platform contains only about 1500 
words and therefore is much shorter 
than the average platform adopted by a 
State political convention. 

The opening paragraph of the plat- 
form is: 

“The Progressive party has come into 
existence to meet and solve the new 
problems of social and political life, and 
to offer to all Progressives, of whatso- 
ever former political affiliations, a com- 
mon ground on which to make war 
against the forces of privilege, now 
strongly entrenched in, and in control 
of, the two old political parties.”’ 


Nominationg Indorsed. — 
The work of the National Progressive 


convention at Chicago and the nomina- 
tion of Roosevelt and Johnson are in- 
dorsed in. the next two paragraphs. Un- 
der the caption, ‘Social and Industrial 


Justice,’ the platform says: 


‘We wil) carry out, so far as possible 
in-this State, the pledges of the na- 
tional platform .fo: the prevention of in- 
dustrial accidents. and diseases; the fix- 
ing and regulation of health and safe- 
ty standards; the prohibition of child 
labor; the establishment of minimum 
wage standards for working women; the 
prohibition of night work for women; 
an eight-hour-day law for women and | 
children; the aboliition of contract con- | 
vict labor and the application of pris- 
oners’ wages to the support of their 
families; adequate inspection and full 
publicity of industrial conditions; a 
workingmen'’s compensation act; the 


protection of home life against the haz- 
ards of sickness and the regular em- 
ployment of old age through some sys- 
tem of social insurance.”’ 


In succeeding paragraphs the platform 


binds the party to support an extension, 
throughout the State, of the widows’ 
allowance law, now effective in. Jack- 
gon County only, so that Indigent moth- 
er’s children who become State charges 
may be reared under home influences; 
the development of the State's resources; 
plans for better roads and highways; 


the establishment of a State Public Util- 
ities Commission to regulate the service 
of steam and electric railways, telephone 
companies, water companies and con- 
cerns producing electric light, water 
ae and gas and the extension of 

cities’ powers toward public ownership 
of thet arg ‘ 





State; the improvement of the present 
laws governing primary elections; the 
Qregon plan of electing United States 
Senators by popular vote, and the exten- 
sion of the initiative and referendum to 
city and county questions. | 

The suffrage plan ‘kis a paragraph of 
enly four lines, merely pledging the par- 
ty to work for equal suffrage rights for 
men and women in Missouri. 

The commission form of government 
is recommended for cities. Under the 
heading of ‘“Judiciary,’’ the party de- 
mands a restriction of the powers of 
courts and additional rights for. the 
people in determining questions of social 
welfare and public policy. 

Under “Blue Sky Laws’’ the platform 
recommends legislation to provide for 
supervision of the issuance and sale of 
“so-called wildcat stocks and bonds” 
and for the protection of. investors. 

Home rule, giving citied local self- 
government through biparftsan boards 
of police, election and excise commis- 
sioners, elected by the people, is rec- 
ommended. 

In outlining the party’s attitude to- 
ward the courts, the platform recom- 
mends restrictions that will prevent the 
reversal of a judgment or decision on 
account of clerical or similar errors, 
unless it can be shown that such errors 
were prejudicial in the trial courts. 

The concluding paragraph pledges the 
party to the insurance of political equal- 
ity to all persons, regardless of race, 
color, creed or station in life.

Says Republican Support Was 
Offered if Moose Would En- 
— dorse State Ticket.

KEOKUK, Io., Sept. hatte offer of 


support from Republicans of Missouri 
was rejected yesterday by Col. Roose- 
velt, it was. learned today, on the terms 


which it was t2ndered.. The offer was 
that if Col. Roosevelt would induce the 
Missouri Progressives to refrain from 
putting a full State ticket’ into the field 
And would indorse the Republican can- 
didates, the support from Republican 
sources would be given. 

The Colonel received the offer when 
he reached St.- Louis. He was led to 
believe that if he accepted it some of 
the most influential members of the 
Republican organization would support 
his fight for the presidency. His refusal 
was made publicly when he was. ad- 
dressing the St. Louis convention, but 
the delegates’ did not know then the 
full significance of his words. 


Gave Answer at Convention, 
“I received letters from certain promi- 


nent Republicans of Missouri,” said 
Roosevelt today, “in which they said 
that they would support me if we would 
not put a State Progressive ticket in the 
field. I gave my answer to them in 
my address to the Progressive conven- 
tion.’’ 

In his speech, Roosevelt said the 
question whether a full ticket should be 
j named had been laid before him, and 
| that his advice was that a complete 
ticket should be put in the fleld.: He 
declared for a full ticket except in 
states in which either of the old party 
organizations could be takéh into the 
new party.

SHAKE THAT BUNCH, 


ROOSEVELT GRIES 
WILD RIDE RESULIS 


C. Gratiot Gabanne Races Away 
With Colonel From Machines 
Which Follow. 


“Shake that bunch,” was Col. Roose- 
velt’s request to C. -Gratiot Cabanne, 
who drove the automobile in which the 
Colonel rode from the Jai Alai after his 
speech Tuseday evening, in the wildest 
flight through Forest Park that the mo- 


tor cycle policemen ever saw—and didn’t 


stop. “That bunch” ‘meant the occu- 


pants of a dozen motors which were 
trailing the Bull Moose leader. 


And Cabanne did “‘shake” them, al- 
though he-had to forsake the chosen 
route and forget all about the speed 
law to do it. Frank Wyman, one of 
those. in the party, complained of the 
speed, but the Colonel -smilingly ap- 
proved the pace that Cabanne was set- 
ting, and thanked him when the run was 
over. 

Cabanne told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday the story of the race to the 
Country Club, in whicn, like the winner 
in @ historic yacht race, the Colonel’s 
car was first, and the rest were no- 
where. ™ 

Route Had Been Picked. 

“The route was all laid out for us,” 
said Cabanne. ‘We were to drive from 
the Jai Alai Building east on Delmar to 
King’s highway, and south to ths Buck- 
ingham. 

“Well, as soon as we got away from 
the building, Col. Roosevelt’ saw just 
how it was going to be. The men in the 
other autos would surround him at the 
Buckingham and he would hardly get a 
chance to wash his hands and face, 
much less to get a good dinner, before 
it would bs time to take his train. 

“He said something about it to Wil- 
liam H. Walker and Walker said it 
would be all right to change the pro- 
gram. So the Colonel touched my 
shoulder, pointed to the machines bhe- 
hind, and said, ‘Let’s shake that bunch.’ 

“I asked Walker if we weren’t going 
to the Buckingham, and he said the 
Country Club would do just as well. 
‘T’ll shake them,’ I told him. 


Machines Kept Trailing. 
“At King’s highway the volice motor 


cycles, which were running ahead of us, 
turned toward the Buckingham. Instead 
of following them, I turned north on 


then west to Union. Not very fast, for 
the streets were pretty well filled—1t5 
or 2% miles an hour. I kept the same 
pace along Union to the park entrance. 

“The other machines were in sight to 
the rear as we entered the park. Col. 
Roosevelt looked back and saw them, 
and said. ‘Now, shake them.’ And I 
opened the throttle. 

“The park roadways were clear, and 
I didn’t have to think of anything but 
gettirg away from those machines be- 
hind us. When we struck the Clayton 
road, the only one that hadn’t fallen 
out war one vf my own machines, with 
Jack Howard, my shop foreman, run- 
ning it. Judge Nortoni and some of the 
other Roosevelt people were riding: with 
him, and they were black with dust. 
That car was one I had in reserve, if 
anything had happened to mine, _ It 
followed us. all the way. oe 

“On the Clayton road I simply cut 
loose. Frank Wyman said, ‘You're go- 
ing too fast.. But the Colonel called 
out, ‘Go ahead, this is fine.’ 


Ignores the Speedometer. 

“I wasn’t watching the speedometer, 
and,/I don’t know what time I made. 
A lot of these fellows talk about .60 
miles an hour that never went 35. There 
was no danger to us or to anyone else— 
if there had been, we wouldn’t have 
gone so fast. We didn’t see a motor 
cycle policeman, perhaps because sac 
had gone to the Buckingham. 

‘When we got to the Country Club, | 
Wyman said, ‘You went too fast, I don’t 
like such speed.’

When Col. Roosevelt arrived at the ity, at 5¢ yard. (Second Floor.) 


Jai Alai Building at 5:30 p. m. Tuesday 
to make his principal speech in St. 
Louis the hall was about half filled with 
delegates and spectators. It had been 
advertised that Col. Roosevelt would 
speak at 6 p. m., and many who ex- 
pected to hear him did not come until 
that hour. The hour at which he spoke 
was inconvenient, as many persons 
were on their way home from work or 
at dinner. Including the delegates to 
the number of 1000, there were proba- 
bly 3600 hearers in the hall when 
Roosevelt finished his speech, which he 
limited to 45 minutes. 

Roosevelt was greeted with a storm 
of enthusiasm when he appeared on the 
platform with Temporary Chairman 
Nortoni, Progressive National Commit- 
teeman Will H. Walker and _ former. 
Postmaster Frank Wyman. The cheer- 
ing continued 10 minutes. The Colonel 
Was quick to notice that women were 
delegates in the convention, and opened 
his speech by saying that it gave him 
great pleasure to speak %G a conven- 
tion in which the women were recog- 
nized as delegates. 

“It has been said the Progressive 
party is a Roosevelt movement,” said 
Roosevelt. “If this was a movement 
that concerned only me, I would not be 
in it. It represents the deep concern of 
the American people. Professional poli- 
ticilans are short-sighted. They are blind 
to the color of our thought. The bosses 
deliberately wrecked the Republican 
party to defeat me. They didn’t like 
me. The theft of the Republican nomi- 
nation was not a theft from me; it was 
a theft from you.”’ 

Answers Wilson's Speech. 

Answering the speech of Gov. Wil- 
son, Roosevelt said: 

‘When Mr. Wilson comes to the tariff 
and attempts to quote me, he is singu- 
larly unsuccessful. He states, for in- 
stance, that 1 am not concerned with 
the interests of the general taxpayer, 
the general public. If he would take the 
trouble to read what I have said, or to 
read our platform, he would find that 
the commission principle which we pro- 
pose and to which he and his party are 
hostile has for one of its special objects 
the careful consideration of the needs of 
the general public. 

‘We are advocating a commission sys- 
tem which has been tried in Germany 
and which has been one of the pieces 
of governmental and industrial mechan- 
ism that have been so extraordinarily 
successful in building up the great prus- 
perity of the German empire. Again, 
Mr. Wilson says that I expressed a de- 
sire that more of the money given to 
the protected industriss should get into 
the pay envelope of the working man, 
but that he can only find one suggestion 
in our platform for accomplishing that 
purpose, which suggestion is the mini- 
mum wage proposition. That proposi- 
tion does not apply to the tariff. Our 
tariff proposition is concrete and sim- 
ple, namery, that if in any protected 
industry the conditions of life and work 
are not satisfactory we shall forthwith 
take the protection off that industry, 
and that it shall be the duty of the Gov- 
ernment commission to oversee the in- 
dustry and see if the conditions are 
satisfactory. 

“T believe In protection. I believe that 
if Mr. Wilson’s free trade policy or tar- 
iff-for-revenue-only policy is in good 
faith adopted and not treated merely 
as a campaign cry, widespread disaster 
will result to American life. But I do 
}jnot for a moment believe that a pro- 
tective tariff, by itself. offers in any 
way or shape the solution for the eco- 
nomic and social injustice against 
which we Progressives are striving.”’ 
The Colonel déclared that England. 
under free trade, had been subjected to 
constantly worse conditions in the last 
40 years, while Germany had been mak- 
ing great progress industrially under a 
protective tariff. 


“Had No Chance to Testify.” 
He attacked Senator Penrose of 


7 Pennsylvania and John D. Archbold of 
the Standard Oil Co. as men responsible 
for Larimerism in our political life. 
Discussing the testimony of Penrose 
and Archbold before the Senate Com- 
mittee on the subject of Standard Oil's 
financial contribution to the cam- 
paign of 1904, the speaker declared that 
as soon as their testimony was given 
the committee scattered to the four 
winds and Archbold fled to Europe, He 
was given no chance to,testify, he said. 
“Archbold, in his testimony, declared 
that the investigation of the Standard 
Oll Co., during my administration, was 
an outrage never equaled in darkest 
Abyssinia. 

“The Penrose and Archbolds don't 
‘tike this Abyssinian treatment. But if 
I am ever President again they will get 
Abyssinian treatment whenever they 
need it, and all other offenders will get 
it. You will notice, however, that Arch- 
bold made no complaint of having re- 
ceived Abyssinian treatment under the 
administration of President Taft.” 

Mises Fruchte Speaks. 

After Roosevelt finished his speech, 
Judge Nortoni held the delegates to- 
gether to hear a speech from Miss Ame- 
ia Fruchte of Central High School. 
She had the honor of being the first 
woman to speak in a Missouri conven- 
tion as @ delegate. She discumsed the 
social problems confronting the coun- 
try, declared that the army of women 
teachers were educating the boys of 
the country in their duties as citizens, 
but were themselves overworked, un-

SCHOOL BOARD 


FAVORS MORE PAY 
DAYS FOR TEACHERS 


If There Is General Demand by 
Instructors for It, They Will 
Get It. 





A poll of the members of the School 
Board, taken by the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday, on the question of making 
tsachers’ paydays more frequent than 
once every five weeks, showed that a 
majority of the members are in favor 
of the, reform, in case'a demand for it 
is wide-spread enough among the t3ach- 
ers themselves. 

President Rhodes FE. Cave: I have 
never considered the matter of paying 
teachers’ salaries monthly because there 
has been no formal demand of the board 
to do so. I remember the board mem- 
bers discussed informally the legislation 
requiring corporations to pay salaries 
twice monthly, but that was when the 
measure was pending before the Legis- 


for a monthly pay day for teachers, I 


bers for discussion and we-will have the 
benefit of debate on the subject. 

Herman Mauch: I think the prac- 
tice of paying teachers every five weeks 
was begun to make the payments cor- 
respond with the bi-quarterly periods 
Into which the school season is divided. 
{ see no. reason, however, why payment 
should not bé made monthly, unless it 
would interfere materially with the ar- 
ranging of funds. I think a monthly 
payment is feasible and see no reason 
why p ent of teachers should not be 
at the énd of each 30-day period if some 
are inconvenienced because of the rules 
of the commercial world. 

EK. J. O'Neill: I have never consid- 
ered the matter of a monthly payday 
for. teachers, but if there is a demand 
by teachers for such a change, I am in 
favor of it. I believe.in extending to 
teachers every courtesy within the pow- 
er Of the board. I can readily see that 
embarrassments might occur by 4deal- 
ings between teachers and the commer- 
cial world.

The present condition is entirely due 
to the eagerness of the promoters to 
start’ the plant making money. Thus 
far no accidents due to this field condi- 
tion have occurred, but that fact is no 
guarantee of perpetual immunity.

Directed Anthropology Exhibits 
and Brought Strange Races to 
World’s Exhibit. 


SELF-TAUGHT SCIENTIST 





Predicted San Francisco Earth- 
quake and Warned Against 
: Volcano in Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—WJ McGee, 
noted anthropologist, geologist, hydrol- 
ogist and author, died here today from a 


cancerous growth. 

Dr. McGee became seriously ill sev- 
eral weeks ago. He was born in Du- 
buque County, Io., 8 years ago. 


Dr. McGee was best known to St. 
Louisans through his work as chief of 
the Department of Anthropology at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. It was 
largely through his efforts that such 
extensive displays were made by the 
Filipinos and the American Indian tribes 


and that such interesting persons as the 
hairy Ainus of Japan and the cannibals 
of equatorial countries were brought to 
the great Fair. 

McGee was born April 17, 1853. With 
the exception of a few terms in pio- 
neer public schools, he was self-edu- 
cated. His early bent was toward me- 
chanics, and he patented several 
improvements on agricultural imple- 
ments. 

With U, 8S. Geologiéal Survey. 

Later he studied and practiced sur- 
veying, read law and wrote for news- 
papers. In 1875 he -began- researches 
among the mounds of Iowa and Wis- 
consin and in 1891 his maps and other 
data were published in the eleventh an- 
nual report of the United States geolog- 
ical survey, with which he had then 
been connected several years. 

For several years he was editor of the 
journal of the Geological Society of 
America.

FIRST IN EVERYTHING 
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REFORM FIOCTION.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 

The St. Louis Health Board held a special meet- 
ing to prescrive quarantine regulations against in- 
fartile paralysis. No mistake will be made in not 
minimizing the danger that exists even when the 
disease is confined to only a few families.

WILSON-THATS ALL. 

The Vermont election ig significant of Demo-| 
cratic victory in November, from every stand- 
point. 

It proves that the Roosevelt defection splits the 
Republican party near the middle.

SENATOR CUMMINS’ MISTAKE. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa has announced his in- 
tention to vote for Theodore Roosevelt, not be- 
cause he favors the formation’of a new party, but 
because he thinks the system which forced the 
nomination of Mr. Taft against the will of a ma- 
jority of the Republican voters should be rebuked 
by his defeat. 

“A. new party,” he says, “is unnecessary, un- 
timely and unfortunate. +I fear it will retard rath- 
er than hasten reforr ” 

There is a better way out for Senator Cum- 
mins and those who think as he does than voting 
for the new party. A vote for Roosevelt is a vote 
for a new party, and does not insure the defeat 
of the Taft organization. It may by preventing 
auy candidate from obtaining a majority in the 
Electoral College result in the eiection of “Jim” 
Sherman or Secretary Knox, pillars of the old 
system, by the Senate, as the House is tied on a 
presidential vote. But a vote for Wilson is a di- 
rect vote against Taft. It counts a full vote for 
the election of his chief opponent. As Col. George 
Harvey statee it: A vote for Taft is a vote for 
Wilson, Sherman or Knox; a vote for Rwosevelt 
is a vote for Wilson, Sherman or Kure; but a 
vote for WILSON is a vote for WILSON.

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PAY SCHOOL TEACHERS OFTENER, 

St. Louis teachers are paid only eight times dur- 
ing the school year, of at intervals of about five 
weeks. Replies from teachers to the Post-Dis- 
patch’s request for their views on the infrequency | 
of pay days show that the plan works a hardship 
and that a change is desired. 

One teacher points out that 12 pay days a year 
is the rule in some Colorado towns. Another 
cites the New York plan of 12 pay days a year, 
with advance payments to Aug. 1 at the begin- 
ning of the long vacation, so. that teachers have 
their August salary awaiting them on their re- 
turn in the fall to resume work. 

Whatever plan may seem preferable for vaca- 
tion payments, there is no question about St. Louis: 
teachers’ rfzht to be paid oftener during the school 
year. Neither’logic nor the calender was con- 
sulted in prescribing payments at the awkward 
interval of five weeks. A part of the settled pol- 
icy of the State is to require railroads to pay 
employes twice a month, but after city teachers 
have earned two weeks’ pay, the school district 
holds it for three weekr longer. They drew their 
last money this year, June 10, and can draw no 
more until ‘Oct. 15, a salaryless period of four 
months. No wonder some teachers are said to re- 
sort to borrowing, and even to fall into the 
clutches of the loan sharks. 

Money should not be withheld from teachers 
simply because it involves a little more clerical 
work to pay it as it is earned. Move the pay days 
up closer together. Two pay days a month are 
not too many. 
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In protesting against the $25 license fee on their 
studios, the photographers are voicing a prevalent 
sentiment as to the burdensome, unjust and unsci- 
entific municipal tax imposed by St. Louis on or- 
dinary lines of business.

vassing Election Precints. 
To the Editor Of the Post-Dispatch. 

In a recent issue ef yours concerning the e¢x- 
pcnses of electiona you. quoted Chairman Kort- 
john as saying that one day. would be sufficient 
time for the clerks to canvass precincts. This 
surely is an injustice to those clerks who do their 
work conscientiously, as prescribed by the law. 

In a@ canvass made two years ago, out of a to- 
tal registration of about four hundred, one-half 
of these voters had removed. The law provides 
that where a voter has moved, the clerks, must 
fill out a written notice and leave the same on 
the premises, even though the premises be vacant 
or occupied by someone else; this is no. ordinary 
nctice, but contains all the red tape usually ap- 
pearing in matters pertaining to the law. In ad- 
dition to this the clerks must also mail a similar 
notice. The clerks must also make up, in ink and 
in a very legible manner, three separate books 
showing the names and addresses of the entire 
registration; a separate list of names and ad- 
dresses of those removed, address the envelopes 
used to mail notices. and even state the exact lo- 
cation of the mail box in which these notices are 
deposited. 

The writer has made several canvasses and the 
time required has always been between 15 and 20 
hours. After the canvass made two years ago 
there war some agitation toward allowing the 
clerks an extra day’s pay which they earned but 
did not receive. 

Of course all of the foregoing is based on a 
conscientious discharge of the duties involved, 
but any neglect thereof might cause the clerks to 
be jailed. 

It is true that considerable money could be 
saved in various ways, but certainly any saving 
should not be attempted at the expense of the 
clerks’ time for canvassing. A CLERK.

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THE MINIMUM WAGE BAIT.

Labor will do well to examine care- 
fuly Mr. Roosevelt's proposal for 4 
minimum wage scale. Minimum wage 
sometimes attractive, but 
everything depends upon the minimum. 

How is the omnipotent board or bu- 
reau ‘which the new party promises to 
establish at- Washington for the contro! 
of industry and commerce, likely to 
view the matter? We can get a hint as 
to that by examining its origin and pur- 
pose. 

The idea was first advanced by George 
W. Perkins of the Steel and HarveSter 
trusts, neither of them celebrated for 
generosity toward labor. The fixing of 
minimum and other wege scales is only 
a part of the program. 

It is intended that this board or bu- 
reau shall license, that is, legalize, 
trusts. It is *o0 regulate prices and 
profits. It is to settle offhand all con- 
troversies as to good trusts and bad 
trusts.. Its power is to be superior to 
that of Congress or courts. 

If such a board or bureau, made up, 
as it would be, of representatives of Big 
Business, should conclude to fix the 
minimum wage at a figure deemed too 
low by labor, and it should be found 
that the minimum also had become the 
maximum, what would be the remedy? 

A strike against the Steel Trust or the 
Harvester Trust is a serious matter, but 
a strike against the United States Gov- 
ernment conducted in the usual way 
would be rebellion and nothing else. 
We have so keen an appreciation of Mr. 
Perkins’ benevolence and of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s. fondn-ss for despotic acts sup- 
ported by force that we entertain no 
doubt that they would treat it. as such. 

“If you want a great struggle for lib- 
erty that will cost you blood,” said Gov. 
Wilson at Buffalo, ‘‘adopt this program, 
put yourselves at the disposal of a 
Providence resident in Washington and 
then see what will come of it.”

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MBROISE PARE was the official 
surgeon to the French army in 
his time. He accompanied all 
the military operations of Fran- 

cis I, King of France. He was so adored 
and beloved by the men in the army 
that they were often inspired to deetis 
of heroism when they knew their be- 
loved surgeon was among them. It 
is said that on- one occasion the French 
army was besiegsd and in imminent dan- 
ger of defeat. Report was spread that 
Pare had arrived and was in the army’s 
midst. This report so inspired the sol- 
diers with enthusiasm and courage that 
they rallied, turning to attack, and 
changed certain defeat into victory. 

Such was the esteem in which Pare 
was held because of his originality and 
his skill as a surgeon. 

Ambroise Pare was born fn 1510 at La- 
val Province of Maine, France. He be- 
gan iMe as an apprentice to a barber 
surgeon. For, in those days, the art 
ef surgery was practiced only by bar- 
bers, farriers, cobblers and tinkers. It 
was regarded as below the dignity of a 
gentleman and scholar to handle the 
lancet or take care of wounds. The 
surgeons in the armies had to act also 
as barbers to the higher officers of 
the army. It may have been very 
fine to be shaved by a surgeon, but it 
must: have been very awkward to be 
operated on by a barber, 

During his apprenticeship Pare be- 
came a student at the Hotel Dieu and 
later a pupil of the renowned anatomist, 
Sylvius. He was a very proficient stu-

dent in anatomy, for he soon afterward 
became his teacher’s assistant. é 

After his appointment to the post of 
army surgeon he soon became famous 
for the skill with which he executed his 
operations and for new -and -original 
methods. He was the first surgeon to 
invent the method of: ligating or tying 
large arteries. -In this way he saved 
the lives of thousands of soldiers who 
were otherwise doomed to death from 
bleeding or blood poisoning. He in- 
vented the operation for the correction 
of harelip, in use to the present day. 

Ambroise Pare was not recognized by 
the doctors of his own day. But he 
wrote mary books on anatomy and sur- 
gery, which were later translated into 
other languages and studied by physi- 
cians all over the world. 

Pare’s skill as a surgeon endeared 
him not only to the men of the army. 
The King of France held him in great 
esteem for his ability and employed 
him as his own physician. During the 
night of. the great massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew, when thousands of Hugue- 
nots were- killed, the, life of Pare, who 
was also a -Huguenot, was _ saved 
through the .personal exertions of the 
King himself. vat eft .-t) 

Pare placed surgery apan,the pedestal 
of a dignified art and- from. his, day it 
progressed slowly, till today it has be- 
come the highest branch of. medical art 
and science. Pare died in France in 
1590, after a life that deservedly ,placed 
him among the epoch makers in medi- 


cine.

“As @ matter of fact, the disposition 
to accept the results of yesterday’ s Ver- 
mont voting as a blow to the third 
party's expectations was practically 
universal; such a conclusion being based 
on the fact that the Republican plural- 

tty, in this barometric state, is shown 
to have been shot to pieces by the 
party’s dissensions, while the Demo- 
cratic rty cast its normal] vote and in- 
creased it considerably by drawing 
from its opponents. 

How Tradition Kans. 

“In so far as concerns the tradition 
that, when Vermont's Republic an _plu- 
rality in September falls below 25,000, 
the Democratic party carrieg the coun- 
try in November, yesterday's figures 
Beem to be explicit; for not only does 
the regular Republican candidate show 
@ plurality of only some 5000 over the 
next highest on the list, but the Re- 
publican and third party vote combined, 
as reported in this morning’s dispatches, 
Tan less than 20,000 ahead of the Demo- 
crats. 

“But Wall street remained on the 
whole impassive. Some of the more 
imagimative occupants of that com- 
munity professed to believe that‘ ‘no 
aaatorit yand the election thrown 
into the Legislature’ in Vermont must 

ortend a similar national outcome 
n November, 

“Opening with no essential changes, 
and with apparently little inclina- 
tion to do business, the stock market 
moved up fractionally in the early 
hours, one or two stocks advancing 
a point or more. Thereafter, prices 
receded slightly, but in the end stood

Plans Virtually Completed by 
New Yorkers to Take Broad- 
way and Olive Corner. 





Negotiations were virtually com- 
pleted Wednesday by which the site 
of the Commonwealth Trust Build- 
ing, at the northeast corner of Broad- 
way and Olive street, is to be sold 
to a New York syndicate for $1,850,- 
000. 

The syndicate, the identity of which 


has not yet been disclosed by the trus* 
company officials, will carry out the 
plans of the Monward Realty Co., a 
subsidiary of the Commonwealth Trust, 
to erect upon the site a 19 or 29 story 
building. The taller building, it was 
stated by an officer of the trust com- 
pany, would be erected, if an ordinance 
providing for it can be obtained. 


Site Now Held in Fee. 
The site is now held in fee by the 


Monward Realty Co., of which Albert 
N. Edwards is president and Jesse Dana 
is vive-president. 

The company just acquired control of 
the ground under 99-year leases, after 
purchasing it in fee. 

The site, originally including four dif- 
ferent ownerships, has a frontage of 142 
feet on Broadway by 135 feet on Olive 
street. This includes the site of the for- 
mer Third National Bank Building, for 
which the Monward company paid $300,- 
000. 

As originally planned, the Common- 
wealth Trust Co. is to reserve ground- 
fioor quarters in the proposed building. 

With thé site, the building will repre- 
sent an investment of $3,500,000. 

The project now contemplates a build- 
ing of 19 stories, occupying the entire 
site, with a 10-story tower 40x40 feet, or 
1600 square feet to each floor. 

Suites of three to four rooms will oc- 
copy the different stories of the tower.
